As soon as science can produce a 
hemp pl:iiit free from a narcuiic 
dru;:, tl-.i.s crop will offer a {;o(k1 
market for farmers. Unfortunatelv ■ 
the pUml, in its present form, pro- 
duces the narcotic, marihuana. T!ie 
misuse of this druc has cnused the , 
pa.ssage of the ferJeral mnrihunna ' 
net which forbids the I'rowinj; of i 
hemp except under federal super- j 
vision. i 

Because of the restrictions, less ' 
than 1,000 tons annually are grown 1 
in tliis country alllujUKh in former 
years the growing of hemp fiber i 
was a flouri-shinK industry. In 1859, 1 
Kentucky alone produced 75,000 : 
tons. i 

The word "hemp" is sometimes \ 
applied to about three different fiber 
plants includinR manila hemp and I 
sisal hemp. The common variety I 
grows well in the United States, at- t 
laininfj a height of 3 to 20 feet and 
sometimes yielding 800 to 1,000 
pounds of fiber per acre. The plant 
is cut by machine and allowed to 
dew-ret on the ground. Then it is 
collected in stacks and sold to the i 
hemp mill. The mill dries the stalk | 
and removes the fiber in a "hemp 
brake." | 

Cordage, which can be made from ' 
hemp fiber, is one of the urgent 
needs of the defense program.

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Shaking Public Morale 

One cardinal principle of our government is that 
public oflicials 'should treat the people with frankness. 
American citizens arc entitled to all the facts, except 
those which constitute actual military secrets. Are the 
American people bein^ accorded frankness? The t;aso- 
Jinc and automobile situation niises this question. 

The American motorist is completely up in the air 
as to the future of car transportation.' He h.is heard 
countless varying reports. He has re:id conflicting 
statement after conflicrini: statement from hii;h Wash- 
ington oiliciais. He is told, on the one hand, that t;.iso- 
line rationing is necessary because lack of various 
means of transportation makes it impossible to deliver 
normal supplies. He then hears that the storage tanks 
are running over with gasoline even in rationed areas, 
and that civilian consumption is really being reduced 
in order to conserve tires and cars. Xext he reads an 
oificial statement that the government may soon have to 
requisition his tires and his car. Uefore the ink is dry 
on that reixjrt, he hears over the radio that such drastic 
action is not contemplated. Then to top it orf, the next 
news reports from \Vashingion says it is hojX'd that ex- 
periments- now under way will produce a tire that will 
keep the cars rolling, etc., etc. 

The citizen is lost in a welter of confusion. He 
doesn't know whether tlie synthetic rubber and the rub- 
ber-reclaiming programs arc going well or badly. And 
nothing is harder on public morale than this kind of in- 
decision, because it undermines cuntidencc in leadership 
and govermnental management. 

The American |xt>ple don't want to be pampered. 
They arc sending their boys to war .uid tinancing its 
cost to preserve liberty at home. Thev don't want to be 



treated like children. They don't want to be kept in the 

dark concerning matters vital to their welfare. What 

they do want is for their government to tell them the 

truth, explain the facts, adopt only jwlicies which are in 

accord with true conditions, and stick to those policies.

Destroying the Man Who Helped 

It is reported that Congress is being flooded with 
communications from retailers throughout the country, 
requesting that the general price freeze order be reopened 
to public hearing to review the distastrous situation fac- 
ing thousands of stores. On top of that, it is reported 
further, manufacturers are tremendously concerned over 
the probable loss of distributive outlets. 

One can but sympathize with the [Xiint of view of 
govermneni olHcials who believe that the most stringent 
possible measures are necessary to prevent a ruinous price 
inflation, liut ii is becoming evident that the price 
freeze will hterally dislocate and destroy .i large part of 
the retail bu.siiicssses of this country unless adjustments 
M\ made to take care of the very wide lag that has long 
existed between wholesale and retail prices. 

The merchants who are writing Congress and the 
OI'A are not asking for big protits and a chance to profi- 
teer. They are simply asking the chance to price their 
goods at a level which will return tiiem sufliclent profit 
to stay in business. If the current order stands .is issued, 
merchants will have to replace slocks at present whole- 
sale price levels and sell them at the prevailing March 
retail levels. That means that the sale of many items 
wouki be made with no profit — ^\\d that the sale of some 
items would have to be made at an actual loss. The pub- 
lic-spirited merchant, who co-operated with the OPA 
and priced his wares on the basis of original cost, not 
replacement cost, would take the worst beating. 

It is dithcult to exaggerate the potential ciTect of 
this on the country. The small store will be hit hard- 
est and will go to the wall first — large retail organiza- 
tions, with capital behind them, can last longer and can 
better adju:.t themselves to changing conditions. The 
tens of thousands of little retail businesses which are the 
backUme o( the American private enterprise system are 
in dinger ni extinction. That is the immensely grave 
situation which confronts Con^iress aiul the OPA todav.

The glory and gladness of the 

resurrection morning drove back 

.the darkness of the tomb and re- 

iPiaced the disciples' sadness with 

'holy gladness. God's message to 

His people is one of assurance and 

:hope. The night may be dark, but 

the dawn will surely come. 

Two of Jesus' disciples had been 
.walking sadly along the road to Em- 
maus when suddenly a stranger was 
with them, telling them what the 
Scriptures taught about the Christ— 
His sufTerings and His glory. Their 
i hearts burned strangely within them 
iCLuke 24:32), but they did not rec- 
ogn ze Him until He broke the bread 
of their evening meal— and then He 
was gone. 

But now they had a joyous mes- 
sage which sent them hurrj-ing back 
to Jerusalem to the eleven who had 
gnthered behind locked doors to 
discuss the reports which had also 
come to them of His resurrection 
And suddenly— 

7»f'. i.V'l'^^"^ Himself Stood in the 
.Midst" (vv. 33-13). 

What a blessed and conclusive 

; confirmation of IJioir report He 

their beloved Lord and Master, stood 

there before them, alive and speak- 

mg His tender message of ''Peace." 

The disciples, however, were be- 
wildered and slow to believe Ob- 
serve how kind and patient H*e was 
with tlicse frightened and unbeliev- 
ing men. And nolo what a splen- 
did testimony it is to the truth of 
the resurrection that they who 
, knew Him best expected proof be- 
fore they believed. 

Before we condemn them for lack 
of faith let us ask ourselves if we 
: would have done bettor, and lot us 
be thankful that their hesitation 
made assurance doubly sure. He 
w-as really thero-alivo. Partaking 
of food (which He did not need) 
and giving them opportunity to 
touch His body. He demonstrated 
the reality of the resurrection. 

He next gave thorn a sure founda- 
tion for faith. 

II. "Then Opened lie Their Vn- 
dcrstaniling" (vv. 44, 45). 

This He did that tliey might "un- 
derstand the scriptures." Their 
minds had become confused and He 
literally "disentangled" them. We 
need to have the knots and kinks 
taken out of our thinking about 
God s Word. Then we too will un- 
derstand. 

Dealing with the entire Old Testa- 
ment (divided by the Hebrews into 
law, prophets and psalms), He 
thus gave it His endorsement. Men 
may deny, but Jesus approved the 
Scriptures of the Old Testament-

The blessings 
of God are not for our own satisfac- 
tion a one, for It is His will that 
there be — 

III. "Kcpcntance Preached in His 
Name" (vv. 4G-18). 

There is a message to go out 
throijgh His disciples to all nations. 
He died for the sins of the world. 
Ho arose for the justification of those 
who bel eve. There is remission of 
sin for those who in repentance and 
faith turn to Him. 

Fellowship with Christ and an un- 
derstanding of His Word which docs 
not result in aggressive witness for 
Him IS quite useless. We meet Him 
and study His Word not only that 
wo may grow in grace, but that 
wo may bo witnesses to all notions 

To be a witness involves knowl- 
edge of a fact, to the truth of which 
the individual can bear testimony. 
The disciples were called to be wit- 
nesses, "not speculators, philoso- 
phers, moralists or legislators. 
They had neitlier to argue nor to 
dissertate, nor to lay down rules for 
conduct, nor to ventilate their own 
fancies. They wore witnesses, and 
their business was to tell the truth 
the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth" (Alexander Maelaren). 

The Christian by life possibly 

more than by word is to "adorn the 

doctrine of God," as Paul put It 

(Tilus 2:10), commending it to those 

round about him. Observe that such 

a witness is to start right at home.

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RUBBER ON FARM 
MUST HAVE CARE 



TREVOR 
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Rural Food Production 
Increased Use of Rubber. 

By M. R. BENTLEY 

(Agncultural Engineer. Texas A A M 
Exteniioa Service.) 

Motorists— and aren't we all?— 
have been so busy worrying about 
the tires on their cars that rubber 
on tho farm has not received much 
attention. 

Rubber has ployed an increasing- 
ly Important part in food produc- 
tion in recent years. Rubber tires 
for tractors and farm implements; 
rubber tubing in milking machines; 
rubber rings for canning in glass 
jars- the list is almost endless. 

Here are suggestions for care of 

rubber on the farm: 

Block up the wheels to keep 

! weight off the tires when machines 

and implements are out of the fields 

for any considerable period. 

n rubber-tired implements are 
stored on cinder floors, block up 
the tires or place planks under 
them. The sulphur in the cinders 
breaks down the rubber. 

Tractor Tire Slippage. 
Excessive slippage of tractor tires 
c£uises heavy wear, just as skids and 
quick stops do on automobile tires 
Over-loading the tractor is one cause 
of slippage, and pulling in snow or 
mud witiiout chains is another 

Keep rubber-tired implements* out 
of the sun when not in use. 

Undor-Infiatlon damages both rub- 
ber and fabric in the tires. 

A solution of calcium chloride to 
prevent freezing is recommended 
for northern areas if water is used 
in tractor tiros to add weight 

Rubber tubing in milking ma- 
chinos will last longer if it is kept 
clean. After each cleaning and stor- 
iMzation, the lubes should be hunt! 
up to drain and dry.

Goat Herd Value 

"The poor man's cow" has al- 
ways had a variety of uses. In Tex- 
as, New Mexico, Arizona and Oro- 

r?u' ^S^}^ ^"" ^" sizeable herds. 
Often 300 to a farm. Thoy grow 
fat on coarse vegetation on which 
other animals would starve. In 
these western states, the clip 
amounts to about 16,000,000 pounds 
of goat hair each year. This does 
not nearly supply the raw material 
for plush fabrics for upholstering 
furniture and automobiles. To.xas 
has more than 3,000,000 goats 
clipped annually while New Mexico 
IS next with 201,000. 

Goat and kid skins make fine 

eather for shoes, book bindings, 

eathcr purses and cases. Our goat 

herds do not yield enough to supply 

the need and 68,000.000 pounds of 

skins are imported annually, 

A milk goat herd, maintained by 
the U. S. bureau of animal industry 
at Beltsville, Md.. has proved that 
the Togyenberg and Saanon breeds 
supply milk similar to the Holstein 
cow. Goat milk has the advantage 
of more vitamin B, a softer curd 
and smaller sized fat globules and 
IS highly recommended for invalids 
and people with delicate digestions. 
The milk is widely used for mak- 
ing Swiss choese. The moat is nu- 
tritious but is little used in America 
except when the ficsli of the angora 
is sold for mutton. 

Domesticated goats are thought to 
be descended from tho wild goats 
of Persia. Wild goats are found only 
in Europe, northern Africa and the 
Himalaya mountains.

Disease CosU Hog Raisers 
' Twenty Millions Annually. 

By W. H. nOVNTO.V

Hog cholera is admittedly one of 
the most destructive of aU animal 
diseases. The yearly cost of this 
disease has been estimated at be- 
tween S20.O0O.rjOO and S30.000.000 in 
the United States alone. Within the 
past few years the author has de- 
veloped at the Universitv of Cali- 
fornia colloKe of aKricuUure a new 
tissue vaccine which is expected to 
cut this annual cholera "tax" very 
substantially. 

^ This vaccine is known as HTV and 
ts now available from commercial 
companies. It has been ust-d on 
more than 100,000 hoijs on tlie Pacif- 
ic coast and in the Middle West 
BTV is composed of finelv ground 
filandular li.ssues from hoys infect- 
ed with cholera. These tissues are 
taken from the ho^s at the height 
of the disease and then trontcd with 
eucalyptol. The result is a vaccine 
which cannot produce cholera in a 
hog but docs produce an active im- 
munily to the disease. 

When BTV is used, vaccinated 
pigs can muiMle with unvaccinated 
pigs without IransmiUing cholera 
to them. Furthermore, pigs harbor- 
ing latent infections, such as pneu- 
monia or enteritis, al ihe time of 
vaccination are not subject to tlie 
danger of nare-ups of these infec- 
lions due to the lowering of body 
resistance. This danger of lowered 
resistance f(dlowed by death from 
some secondary infection has been 
one of the major drawbacks of the 
serum-virus method of vaccination 
for cholera. 

The vaccine is not intended for 
pigs that already have cholera It 
should be given only to swine tliat 
do not have the disoa.se. Since a 
period of at least throe weeks is re- 
quired to build up a satisfactory im- 
munity in the animals, pigs which 
have been cxpo;tod to cholera or are 
suspected of Huving it should bo 
treated first with onti-cholera serum 
to make sure that the infection is 
checked. Later they can be given 
the tissue vaccine. 

At presont this vaccine is not rec- 
ommended for garbage-fed pigs, al- 
though successful exporimenkil' re- 
sults have been obtained by admin- 
istering the vaccine before and after 
weaning.

WHEAT STORAGES 
Wickard Gets Bins 

The answer to a question that has 
troubled Secretary of Agriculture 
Claude R. Wickard for weeks past 
came from the War Production 
board in the form of a "Yes " 

The "Yes" was that he can have 
a large supply of lumber and wire 
nails to build bins on thousands of 
farms for storage of 200 million 
Dushels of excess wheat. 

With grain elevators already 
pressed for storage space and trans- 
portation facilities straining under a 
war-time peak, the problem of what 
to do with surplus wheat was be- 
coming serious. With an estimated 
new crop of Oil million bushels add- 
ed to a 030 million bushel carryover 
the United Stales would have 1.441 - 
000,000 bushels this summer. 

Domestic consumption and imme- 
diate shipments abroad would take 
721 million bushels. Of the 718 mil- 
lion bushels remaining, storage space 
would be available for 500 million 
busho s. The remaining 218 million 
bushels would have to be stored in 
farm bins built with lumber and 
nails. 

GASOLINE: 

Permanent Rations 

Prom Washington came the an- 
nouncement that a permanent gaso- 
line rationing system had been de- 
vised by the Omce of Price Admin- 
istration for the East coast that 
would entitle motorists to an average 
of 2,880 miles of travel annually, or 
about 55 miles weekly. 

It was indicated that the system 
would become effective on July 15 
Observers were of the opinion that 
the nov/ plan might serve as a model 
for nation-wide gasoline rationing 
when that measure is deemed essen- 
tial to conserve rubber tires. 

The now plan would eliminate the 
controversial "X" cards entitling 
their holders to unlimited quantities 
of gasoline. 

LABOR FRONT: 

Lewis Denounced 

Accusing his former close friend 
and associate John L. Lewis, head 
of the mine workers of being "Hell 
bent on creating national confusion 
and national disunity," Phillip Mur- 
ray, CIO pi'esidont, sponsored a res- 
olution declaring that Lewis is "at- 
tempting to sabotage the defense 
program and spread the spirit of de- 
featism." 

Murray charged that Lewis pro- 
posed to him that they go before 
the CIO convention, in Detroit last 
fall and fight President Roosevelt's 
foreign policies.

Do I really need what I am go- 
ing to buy? Can't I do without it? 
Won t It wait until after the war?*' 
Americans were urged by Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Henry L. iMor- 
gcnthau to ask themselves these 
questions before making any pur- 
chases. Tlie point of the secretary's 
pica was that the buying of war 
bonds transcends any other pur- 
chase. 

"Any man or woman wlio chooses 
this time to go on a buying spree 
IS committing an net of sabotage 
agamst .our war efTort," Mr. Mor- 
genthau said in a nationwide radio 
address. 

Unnecessary spending, he added, 
drains money from the defense pro- 
gram, creates greater price pres- 
sure and encourages inflation. More 
and more purchases of war bonds 
he said, are the antidote. 

NAVY BILL: 

Rillions for Ships 

Two facts of prime significance to 
the future conduct of the war stood 
out in the provisions included in the 
new $10,452,000,000 naval expansion 
program over which congress de- 
liberated ns a means of giving the 
United States the largest navy in 
the world. 

Jhcse facts Were: 1. The empha- 
SIS on the construction of aircraft 
earners; and 2. The absence of bat- 
tlesliips from the proposed naval 
building program. 

Tlie program clearly emphasized 
the United Nations high command's 
belief that aircraft and fast, lighter 

•IFl *^^"!PP«'^ t° fieht submarines 
will bo a determining factor in win- 
ning the war. 

The naval building program, in- 
traduced by Chairman Carl Vinson 
of the house naval committee, would 
provide $8,300,000,000 for more than 
500 new nghting ships over and 
above the current two-ocean navy 
plan. It would include many air- 
craft carriers, cruisers, destroyers 
and convoy escort ships specially 
equipped to figlit submarines. 

Representative Vinson reported 
that 100 new warships will join the 
fleet ,during the remaining seven 
months of this year. Ho predicted 
that the Iwo-occan navy program 
would bo complttod in 24 montlis

Reprisal measures which followed 
the wounding of Roinhard ("The 
Hangman") Heydrich in Prague, by 
a C;:och patriot, increased in swift- 
ness and severity when the news of 
the death of this sadistic executioner 
became public. The shooting of hun- 
dreds of Czechs suspected by the 
Nazis of complicity in the plot to 
rid the world of Heydrich was re- 
ported. 

Ironically enough, the "butcher of 
Moravia" died in inucii the same 
manner as hundreds of unfortunate 
hostages ho had ordered shot in 
France, Holland, Belgium, Norway, 
Poland and other countries during 
ills hated career. 

Hard-bitten Heydrich earned the 
soubriquet of "Dor Henker" or 
hangman of the Nazi regime by rea- 
son of his ruthless application of re- 
pressive measures— usually the fir- 
ing squad or the gallows— against 
those who dared challenge Hitler's 
rule. 

The successful attack on this Nazi 
leader emphasized again tlio smol- 
dering spirit of unrest in German- 
occupied countries— a spirit ready 
to flame high when Reich reverses 
make possible organized uprisings.

CANNIBALISM IN 
FLOCKS HARMFUL 



Poultrv Vices Will Cause 
Serious Chick Losses, 



By L. M. HLACK 

(Extension PotiUiymMn, Rutitri 
Univenily.) 

PouUrymcn aiming to produce 
food to help win the war can't af- 
ford to tolerate cannibalism in their 
flocks. Such chick vices as too-pick- 
ing, tail-picking, foulher-pulling, lit- 
tor-eating and extreme cannibalism 
cause serious losses in chick popula- 
tion annually, yet they can be con- 
trolled by applying a few funda- 
mental principles of management. 

Overcrowding of chicks is one of 
the important causes of poultry 
vices. Straight-run chicks should nnl 
be brooded in units exceeding 300
